Ancient Meunds on the Rocky 
Mountains, 


[From the Denver News,] 


An account was recently given ofthe open« 
ing of an ancient mound in southern Utah, 
similar to those of the Mississippi valley, in 
whieh were found relics of the unknown build» 
ere, indicating much artistic skill. Is was 
stated that this was the first evidence found of 
the existence of the Mound-Builders west of 
the rocky Mountains, We are row able to 
announce, for the first time, as we suppose, the 
discovery of similar mounds, evidently built by 
the same race, high up on the Rooky Moun- 


The discovery was made by Mr, 0. A, Deane, 
of this city, while at work on a government sur- 
vey, in the mountains, n few weeks since. He 
found upon the extreme summit of the snowy 
range, structures of stone, évidently of very 
ancient origin, and hitherto unknown or un- 
noticed, that cannot fail to be of great interest 
to the antiquarian, Opposite to and also north 
of the head of south Boulder ereek, and on the 
summit ofthe range, Mr. Deane and his party 
observed large numbers cf the granite rocks, 
many of them as large as two men eould lift, 
in a position that could not have been the re- 
sult of chance. They had evidently been 
placed upright in a line, conforming to the 
general contour of the dividing ridge, and fre- 
quently extending in au unbroken line for one 
or two hundred yards. Many of the stones 
have fallen over orare leaning, while others re- 
tain thair upright position. In two places, 
connected with this line are mounds of Stone, 
loosely lail ap, about two feetin height and em- 
bracing a circular area ofabout ten feet in di» 
ameter. The stones were ovidently collected 
on the spot as the surface is cleared for a apacé 
of several yards around the structures, ‘These 
lines and mounds of stone bear every mark of 
extreme antiquity, as the disintegrated granite 
has accumulated to a considerable depth at 
their base, and the rocks in the mounds are 
moss-grown. The feature more particularly 
identifying these structures with those of the 
Mound-Builders elsewhere, is, that they present 
at intervals projections pointing to the west- 
ward. Weare thus particular in the description 
of these Rocky Mountain mounds, which are 
extraordinary in position if not in character, in 
the hope that antiquarians visiting the territory 
may be induced to examine them. It would 
not. involve mack labor to open them, aud por- 
sibly they cover relics which may add somes 
thing to our amall atock of knowledge of the 
ancient race who constructed these and similar 
works all over the continent, f 

The walls and mounds we have described 
are situated three thousand feet above the tim-

questions may neyer be solved, but they are 
now discussed with extraordinary interest, and 
every ray of light on the subject is eagerly wel- 
comed.

It haa bees announced to the world by as- 
tronomers thatthe comet now approaching the’ 
earthis a solid “mass of fire, many thousand 
times as large as our earth, with a tail of fire 
that would reach around the earth more than 
one hundred times.” Nov, the science of astron- 
omy is, perhaps, the most sublime and beauti- 
fal of the sciences, and presents sufficient 
simple facta to convey te every ordinary reador 
some idea of its grandeur, For this rason is 
is unjust to call in the aid of exaggeration in 
making statements regarding disgayeries among 
the heavenly bodies; the “aystem.’ iy sufficient» 
ly wonderful in truth. Now, let us see, regard- 


ing this comet, this “mass of fire, with mo tail’ 


of fre that would reach around the earth more 
than one hundred times”: thixis aterriole as- 
sertion when we considér thnt it is a tail of fire 
2,400,000 miles leng., Science will nardly 
warant sucha theory: 

To tell us that this tail is of fira and equal 
in length to. due hundred times the circumfer- 
once Of our darth is equivalent ‘to stating that 
the comet is enveloped by an atmoaphere ex- 
tending from its surface to‘ the height of two 
milkons and four hundred thousand miles, 
which, when we consider that the atmospliere 
of our earth extends to the height of only 45 
miles, ssems somewhat unreasonable. But it 
may be esked in what mannar the above quo- 
tation implies what it does not express— 
how doce it represent the existencé of an at~ 
mosphere ? Becauee if this tail bes flame it 
must be within ad atmosphere, from the fact 
that it could not exiat in yaeuo. oxygen ghat 
isa powerful supporter of eombuation and it 
is owing ‘to the oxygen it contains that atmos- 
pheric air supports combustion; therefore, if 
this comes bea mass of fire it must have ati ats 
mosphere to impari this vital principle that 
the flame may be kant up—and that such it haa 
not becomea evident when we consider that as 
a fire it has for thousands of years been con- 
suming oxygen during which time it lias not 
been supplied witha single cubic inch; which 
would be a consumption that an etmosphere of 
even niillious of miles in height could not sup 
ply. Indeed a “masa of fire many thousand 
times Ay as the earth” would consume 
tho oxyggwofan stinosphere enveloping it to 
the thickness of 2,400,000 miles in a very short 
time. ` 


The theory which represents this comot as 
a mass of fire is evidently at fault, We shall 
not be content with this explanation as to the 
material of which comets are composed.

The following account of a balloon ascen- 
sian made by Messrs, Cowell and Glaisher, from 
Wolverhampton, England, which came near 
proving fatal to the æronauts, is condensed 
from Once a Week: 

One dull day in Avgust, just afternoon, n 
bal von rose in tho nir at the foot of Clete Hills: 
con ihe western edge of the ceatral plain of 
England. It was inflated with the lightest of 
vases Which chemical skill could produce, ard 
it arose with amazing velocity. 

A mile up it entened a stratum of clouds 
more than 1,000 feet thick, Emerging from 
this the sun shone brightly on the air ship, and 
tha sky overhead was the clearest and deepest 
blue, and below Ixy cloudland—an immeasur- 
able expanse of clouds, whose surface looked 
as solid as that of the earth now lost to view. 
Lofty mountains and deep, dark ravines ap- 
peared below; peaks and sides of those cloud 
mountains next to the sun glittered like anow, 
but casting shadows as black as the solid rock, 
Up rose the balloon with tremendous velocity. 
Four miles above earth a pigeon was let loose; 
it dropped down through the air as if it had 
been a stone, The air was too thin to enable 
it to fly. It was as if a bark, laden tothe deck, 
were to pass into an inland, unsaline lakei 
the bark would sink at once in the thinner 
water. Up, up, still higher! What a silence 
profound | The heights of the sky were as still 
as the deepest depths of the ocean, where, as 
wax found during the search for the Atlantic 
cable, the fine mud lies as uustirred from year 
to year asthe dust which imperceptibly gathers 
on the furniture of a deserted housé, No sound, 
no life—only the bright sunshine falling thro! 
a sky it could not warm. 

Up—five miles above the earth, higher than 
the inaccessible summit of Chimborazo or Daw- 
angiri, Despite the snnshine everything freezes, 
The air grows to thin to support life, even for 
n few moments.

Suddenly, as the latter looks 
on his instruments his sight growa dim; he 
takes a lons to helpsight, and only marks from 
his falling barometer that they were still rising 
rapidly. A flask of brandy lios within a fuet of

The 
balloon began to descend, Then the swooned 
marksman returnad to consciousness and saw 
the steeraman standing belore him. He logked 
at his instruments; they most have been near- 
ly eight miles up; but now the barometer was 
rising rapidly—the balloon was desceading. 
Brandy was used, They had been higher 
above earth than mortal man or any other 
living being had ever been before.

On Wednesday wa gava an account of fresh 
depredations by Indians in Arizuun. On the 
{sume day advices reevived by the Iedian Dao~ 
pariment from Fort Stanton, in New Mexico, 
represented that tle Mesouloro Apache Indians 
are still on the warpa. F, Herald, 
‘Och Ist, 

. Will somebody please to inform ua when it 
waa thatthe Indian of Arizona was otherwise 
than looge” ? Tn what year since Arizona bee 
came a Territory of the United States did a 
single mouth elapse in which some peraon, ei~ 
ther in Arizona, New Mexico, or Sonora, where 
tho Apaches are most abundant, was not mura 
dered orrobbed ? It is hardly possible that 
the Herald, which is always ‘the first to dis- 
cover and proclaim fats, can suppose that the 
Indian, known as the-Apsche, wasever in a 
state of bondage or submission. If it le in 
error on this point itis doubtless through the 
misropresentations of such tools ax Vincent 
‘Cayler who, we are sorry to aay, left the Ter- 
ritories with bis scalp whale and entire; but 
why ? Because he did give the savaged an op» 
portunity to dispute lisclaim. Yet, tike a true 
hypocrite, wishing to make the world believe 
that he hag really “heen and gone aad done it,” 
he takes up the side of the stery which ho hag 
reagon to think will give most satisfaction to 
the “Friends,” and actually bubbles with en- 
thusiasm, not because he is consciqus of hav- 
ing accomplished anything great or good, but 
because he hes discovered that his subtle du- 


ing the manner in which thoy considered them- 
aglves obliged to proenye timber for building

was, however, atno time pursued with sufficient 
neal to give itthe character of an enterprise, 
‘and until very recently appeared as if it were 
. about to be altogether abandoned, Bat now, 
at length, the lolly of hauling lumbar from 
Now Mexico, and the still greater folly of pur- 
chasing the same atrates so oxherbitant ara 
fally appreciated, and determined efforts are 
“being made to discaver whether the timbered 
country of Southern Arizona may not be suco 
cessfally speculated in, under proper manage- 
ment, This effort is being made by the busy, 
stirring and decidedly enterprising Frenchman, 
A. Lazard, who has.opened a rostl into the 
timbered caantry and erected a saw~mill right 
in the heart of Apachedom and among the 
Santa Rita pines, 
This project deserves to bfa successful one, 
_ Nothing hitherto attempted. or accomplished 
here can heap so many benefits upon the peo~ 
ple of this section as an abundance of lumber 
which may be cheaply or reasonably procured, 
We are sorry, however, that the ambitious 
“tranehy,” Deford throwing his onerzy and 
cupital into the Santa Rita range, did not first 
tuxe @ trip to thesmountain3 which lie imme- 
diately north from here, That they contain an 
inexhaustible supply of timher wa ean assure 
«very ove, from the fact durin our recent toar 
among these bills we traveled through a forest 
of pine timber cover'ng an exieut of mora than 
og hundred aquare iailes, where the trees will 
average s height (f£ wors than one bandred 
Ter, The only objection offered to the project 
ut taining timber from this souce, is that a 
yu to the timbered? cou: try canuot be opened.

It haa 
Never beon attempted for the reasoa that 
nothing definite was known regarding these, 
mountains or what they might contain. Now, 
i’ Frenchy's Santa Lita project should, like 
iy namercus progenitors, proyo abortive, we 
will axpect to see him make an effort in this 
oilar direction, Let whoever would under- 
13k ty open ap the timber resources cf these 
m ri.iaing proceed fivat to Pueblo Viejo, about 
cit vt miles beyond tha Point of Monntain, on 
the Ucmap Grant road ; and ifat this point an 
abocat cannot be elected to the timbored Iard 
at iLe head of Caifada del Qio, then it may be 
suavivhat diffenlt to find a point which will 
prove practicable ; but we feel almost safe in 
asserting that persistent oforts here will mect 
with the most complete success. It is worth

the terrible danger by which he was surrounded 
declared his intention to halg his position un- 
til reinforcements should come to his aid, Gen. 
Devin is just the man who knows how to ap- 
preciate auch service, but having no troops hére 
to send, forwarded a dispatch to Camp Crittena 
den with instrustions to the cavalry company 
there to proceed at once to the rescue, 

Tiad it been possible for, Ccionel Barnard 
to have a forea of three companies instead of 
one, what an opportunity was hore offered for 
a sreatand ite portant vietory!

__ A letter from William Bradford, the artist of 
the expedition, dated Ivirtut, Greenlend, July
